“Poland, one has to study them as 


a whole and in the order in which 
they appear in the official declara- 
tion of August 2. 


The first reference to Poland, 
made in the section dealing with 
reparations from Germany, says 
that “the U.S.S.R. undertakes to 
settle the reparation claims of Po- 
land from its own share of repara- 
tions.” That is a clear indication 
that Poland is not supposed to be 
a truly. independent state, but a 
Russian protectorate. 


In this section entitled “Poland,” 
the question of her government 
precedes the agreement on her 
western frontier, and rightly so, 
because freedom is indeed more 
important than boundaries. The 
main point in that first paragraph 
is the statement that “the former 
Polish Government in London... 
no longer exists.” For any loyal 
Pole, who is fully aware that pre- 
cisely that Government is the only 
legal Government of his country, 
it simply means the liquidation of 
the independent, sovereign Polish 
Republic. 


The so-called “Polish Provisional 
Government of National Unity” 
only apparently has been formed 
through an agreement of repre- 
sentative Poles. Designated by 
foreign powers, these Poles did 
not represent anybody, and by add- 
ing four new members to a group 
of foreign agents they could not 
possibly transform that group into 
a democratic national government. 


The hope that at least the “free 
and unfettered elections” implicitly 
promised by the “Provisional Gov- 
ernment” when it accepted, in gen- 
eral terms, the Yalta decisions, 
would be held in conditions guar- 
anteeing real freedom of expres- 
sion, definitely disappeared after 
Potsdam, for nothing has been said 
about the withdrawal of the Rus- 
sian occupying forces or about any 
inter-allied supervision. 

The permission for allied press 
representatives to report on de- 
cduousmte in Poland “before and 
after the elections” is, of course, 
no sufficient guarantee, especially 
since before their arrival all pos- 
sible democratic leaders will be 
liquidated or, at least, terrorized 
with the rest of the population. 
The expression “before and after 
the elections,” which are not sup- 
posed to take place before next 
spring, does not even make it 
clear whether such reporters will 
be admitted immediately, as seems

Withdrawal Of Red Army 
Held Essential To Really 
Free Elections In Poland 


London, Aug. 6— (NC) — The 
withdrawal of the Red Army from 


Polish territories is a prerequisite 
of “free and unfettered elections” 
to be held in Poland, declares 
KAP, Polish Catholic Press 
Agency, on the basis of late re- 
ports from inside Poland. 


This does not mean, KAP says, 
that transport and communication 
facilities through Poland should be 
denied to Russian troops when re- 
quired by military necessity. The 

assage of Russian troops should, 

owever, be precisely defined with- 

out any infringement of Poland’s 
sovereign rights, the agency ob- 
serves. 

Besides the presence of the Red 
Army there exists another danger 
to genuinely free elections KAP 
states. This danger is embodied in 
Zymierski’s army, which, KAP 
says, is a Polish branch of the Red 
Army.

Which He Destroyed 


Vatican City, Aug. 7 — The Vat. 
ican City newspaper L’Osservatore 
Romano today called the new at- 
omic bomb dropped on Japan “a 
catastrophic conclusion ... to the 
war’s apocalytic surprises.” 

The official Vatican press office 
permitted itself to be quoted by 
the Associated Press as follows 
regarding atomic bombs: 

“The use of atomic bombs in 
Japan has created an unfavorable 
impression on the Vatican.” 

Msgr. Enrico Pucci’s Vatican 
press bulletin said that the revela- 
tion of the development of the 
atomic bomb “made a deep impres- 
sion in the Vatican, not so much 
for the use already made of the 
new death instrument as for the 
sinister shadow that the discovery 
of this weapon casts on the future 
of humanity.” | 

“Should Destroy Invention” 

L’Osservatore Romano compar- 
ed the invention of the atomie 
bomb with the invention of a sub- 
marine by Leonardo da Vinci, the 
16th century Italian artist and in- 
ventor. 

It expressed regret that the 
bomb’s inventors did not, like Da 
Vinci, destroy their creation in the 
interest of humanity. 

Da Vinci wanted to defeat 
death by thought,” L’Osservatore 


said, “but the road of men who 
have not his Christian charity 
must defeat death with death. 


This incredible destructive instru- 
ment remains a temptation, if not 
for horrified contemporaries, then 
for posterity, to whom little ig 
taught by history.” 

Race of Destruction 
L’Osservatore continued: 
“Mankind did not think as did 

Leonardo. Mankind thought as he 
believed it’ would think under the 
impetus of passions, of hatred, or 
conquests. The most efficient in- 
struments were put into the ser- 
vice of hate and conquest. 

“And among all parties of every 
conflict there was a race, fierce, 
always more frightening, always 
more destructive, on the earth, on 
the water, in the air, calling in all 
elements to participate.” 


Bulgarian Minister Forced 
To Resign After Appeal 
For Supervised Election 


New York, Aug. 6—(NC)—NI- 
kola Petkow, one of the independent 
Agrarian leaders who had petition- 
ed the Allied Control Commission 
to “agree that elections should be 
held in Bulgaria under Allied Con- 
trol,” in fulfillment of the Yalta 
Agreement, has resigned as Minis- 
ter without portfolio, it is an- 
nounced by the Bulgarian regents, 
according to the Office of War In- 
formation here. 

The report states that Mr. Pet- 
kow’s resignation was forced fol- 
lowing a radio denunciation ‘seek- 
ing external interference” in the 
internal affairs of Bulgaria. 

Mr. Petkow and other independ- 
ent Agrarians asserted that they 
had based their petition to the Al- 
lied Control Commission on the 
Yalta Agreement providing that 
elections in former German satel- 
lite states should be “the joint re- 
sponsibility” of the Big Three, ac- 
cording to a Sofia dispatch to the

Appeal Court 


100 Rubles Fine On 
‘Frame-Up Charge’ 
Canceled In Moscow 


New York, Aug. 6,—(NC)—The 
Rev. Leopold Braun, A.A., Amer- 
ican priest who for more than 
ten years has served as chaplain 
for American Catholics in Moscow, 
has won an appeal against the de- 
cision of a Moscow municipal 
court and has been acquitted of 
the charge of striking a Russian 
workman. 

The Rev. Crescent Armanet, 
A.A., Vicar Provincial of the As- 
sumptionist Fathers, received the 
following cablegram from Father 
Braun: 

“At my request made on July 
27 the. Moscow Municipal Court 
of Appeal revised the decision of 
the first trial. The verdict of July 
2 was annulled. Acquittal and 
total exoneration of frame-up was 
obtained. Soviet authorities were 
extremely courteous in allowing 
extraordinary time for appeal. I 
took my own defense. I am await- 
ing court decision in writing.” 

The U. S. Department of State, 
which had been officially represent- 
ed at the first trial of Father 
Braun, said it had not been in- 
formed of his acquittal, news of 
which had also been received by 


the priest’s father, Leon Braun, 
in New Bedford, Mass. 


The charges, termed by Father 
Braun in his cable to: Father Arm- 
anet a “frame-up,” arose from an 
incident at the French Embassy 
at Moscow on October 31, 1944, 
when Father Braun had a verbal 
altercation with a Nikolai Knya- 
zev, a janitor at the embassy. 
Knyazev accused Father Braun of 
striking him. No further action 
was taken until May 16, 1945, 
when Father Braun was brought 
into court on a charge of assault 
and battery. 


The trial was postponed due to 
the illness of the presiding judge, 
but-on July 2 Father Braun was 
found guilty of the charge and 
fined 100 rubles, about 20 dollars. 


The State Department, through 
its Chief of Eastern European Af- 
fairs, Elbridge Durbrow, has kept 
in close touch with the develop- 
ments of the case and had: en- 


gaged the services of a Russian | 


attorney to obtain legal advice on 
points of law and procedure.

As Shak- 
speare had his character Ham- 
let say, “Cursed be the plight 
that ever I was born to set it 
right.” It has befallen this gen- 
eration to right wrongs that have 
been smoldering under the sur- 
face for decades. I certainly 
hope that, guided by the Holy 
Spirit, we will be able to make 
the world over into a more habit- 
able place for generations to 
come. As that little prayer to 
the Holy Spirit entreats: “Send 
forth Thy Spirit ... and Thou 
shalt renew the face of the earth. 


I have begun to realize that 
there is a definite job in the post- 
war world for alert, well-in- 
formed young Catholic men and 
women. There is so much prop- 
aganda loose im the world today 
.. + propaganda for loose-living, 
etc. We've got to provide strong 
counter-propaganda, Officially, 
of course, the Church constantly 
fights evil but there must be a 
strong lay-group to support the 
Church’s teaching by words, ac- 
tions and example. 

As for my plans for after the 
war, they probably include all the 
things most soldiers want: a 
return to “the girl,” the old job 
and, later, marriage and a family. 
These are things everyone wants. 
But in order to assure ourselves 
that we'll have the chance to 
get these things each of us must 
decide within himself what ex- 
actly he is going to contribute to 
the postwar world. Merely to go 
home and to feel that everything 
is going to take care of itself is 
not enough. We must all of us 
go home with a deep awareness 
that all of the misery, sorrow and 
waste we have seen so much of 
is, In a large measure, the co- 
operative result of the total in- 
difference of all peoples to the 
welfare of their neighbors. It’s 
due to our failure, even more, 
to realize that without God 
we can do nothing, and that any 
program undertaken without a 
full inclusion of God and His 
principles is doomed from the 
start. Until each of us strives 
first to welcome God not only 


| 


into his heart but into his daily 
work and activities, there can 
be no real peace or prosperity in 
the world. 

With these views in mind, I’m 
going home to the old job. But 
aside from the old job, I’m in- 
tensely interested in the possi- 
bility of a Daily Catholic Press. 
I hope to see some action taken 
in that direction. Personally, I 
don’t think I have either the 
means or the training to under- 
take the job myself but I cer- 
tainly will be willing to join and 
help any group with such a wor- 
thy goal. For you see, if Cath- 
olic Action -is to be strong and 
successful it must have a daily 
voice—a press that will speak 
the truth on all topics without 
exception and which will at the 
Same time support as well as 
recommend the improvement in 
morals, business and government 
so badly needed in this war-torn 
world.

Notre Dame which, as most of you 
know, is right in my back yard. 

Well, that was going on two 
years ago, and it might interest 
Mr. Early to know that so far I 
have heard from exactly one of 
those Catholic schools—Manhattan 
College. One of the good Brothers 
there said that his school had aban- 
doned varsity sports for the dura- 
tion and that as a result there 
would be no publicity releases be- 
cause there were no teams. Not 
one of the other schools to this day 
has answered me, one way or the 
other. 

True, Holy Cross did revive var- 
sity football and I was one of those 
who followed her progress with 
much interest as the Crusaders’ 
star halfback, Stan Koslowski, was 
well known to me as he spent his 
freshman year at Notre Dame be- 
fore transferring to Holy Cross. 
He was also a star golfer, and de- 
veloped into a great halfback at 
Holy Cross. 


Also, when I look over this 
column, practically every big 
Catholic school in the country, 
with the exception of Notre Dame 
and Marquette, had given up 
varsity sports for the duration, 
or, at least, varsity football. Pre- 
sumably, they closed their sports 
publicity offices, too, which is 
why I didn’t hear from any of 
them except Manhattan. Start- 
ing on the west coast with Santa 
Clara, St. Mary’s and Gonzaga, 
through the midwest to Creigh- 
ton, St. Louis University, the 
University of Detroit, John Car- 
roll, Duquesne, St. Vincent’s, St. 
Francis, and Loyola in the south 
as well as all the big “name” 
Catholic schools in the east, such 
as Fordham, Holy Cross, Geo- 
rgetown, Manhattan, and _ the 
rest; all called off varsity athle- 
tics for the duration. 

With all of them abandoning 
their varsity sports programs for 
the duration, there has been 
practically nothing of a sports 
nature or interest coming from 
any of them since the fall of 
1941, in the main, consequently 
I have had precious little occa- 
sion to write about any of them. 
Since, with one or two precious 
exceptions, Notre Dame is the 
only prominent major _ school 
which has maintained a varsity 
sports program throughout the 
war years, perhaps that’s why 
you have read much more Notre 
Dame sports news in this depart- 
ment; they’ve been making sports 
news at Notre Dame throughout 
the war, but not at the other 
schools. 

Now, there is a very simple 
reason for this. Notre Dame and 
Marquette were centers of the 
Navy’s V-12 training program, 
resulting in many varsity ath- 
letes remaining in those two 
schools until ordered on: to com- 
plete their Navy training, while 
practically. none of the other 
schools mentioned were favored 
in such a manner. As a result, 
had they maintained varsity 
sports, they would have been ob- 
liged to do so with boys under | 
18 and 4-F’s. They were unwill- 


ing to do so—and very wisely, 
too, I believe—and consequently 
simply called things off for the 
duration. When things return to 
normal in this world again, I 
hope to establish contacts with 
the sports publicity directors at 
all other Catholic schools who 
will keeep me informed of the 
interesting events going on with 
their teams and athletes, and to 
give them the attention they will 
deserve. Right now, however, 
there is nothing for me to write 
about from those schools, and I 
will simply have to mark time 
until something happens to 
change the picture.

Nazis Failed To | 


Influence German 
Catholic Girls 


Religious News Service reports 
that one of the setbacks of the 
Nazi Party was its failure to in- 
fluence German Catholic girls. In 
Loerrach as in other parts of Ger- 
many, Catholic girls’ clubs man- 
aged to survive Nazi persecution 
and were largely instrumental in 
keeping the Christian spirit alive. 
Today they represent an important 
asset in the movement to rebuild 
Christian life in occupied Germany. 

It was a red-letter day for the 
Catholic girls of Loerrach when 
they recently retrieved hidden ban- 
ners from under the carpets of 
their homes and carried them in 
procession through the streets to 
honor the feast of Corpus Christi. 
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French occupation troops stood to/| 
attention as the girls passed in gay | 
robes to the accompaniment of. 
hymns played by a brass band. It 
was a gesture of their respect as 
Catholics for the Catholic girls of 
Germany who had defied the Hitler 
anti-Christian dictatorship. 

Members of the Loerrach girls’ 
club have told how they “carried 
on” despite severe Nazi _ restric- | 
tions. They held their yearly “con- | 
vention” every Juty on Confession | 
Day (Beckenntnistag). They came 
without songs or parades, posing 
simply as a religious “Bible group.” 
They met in the church, prayed 
and talked quietly, but always 
there was a Gestapo spy hovering 
in the background. 

“It was all that we had in our 
youth,” said one girl. “We sang 
songs, discussed politics and ex- 
changed the best anti-Nazi jokes. 
We sometimes took hikes together 


competition for the Nazi girls’ club 
and strictly forbidden.” 

Special treats were the meetings 
in the club room which the girls 
called their “nest.” Here a priest 
might bring books banned by the 
Nazis or display pictures of mis- 
sionary work in German Africa. 
Once a soldier from the front was 
a guest at the nest. That night 
they. sang “The Flaming Sword,” 
which tells how the sword of God 
will vanquish evil. The next morn- 
ing, the girls found someone had 
set fire to their meeting place. 

Two large cases of story books 
belonging to the club were found 
in the Gestapo headquarters after 
the German surrender, along with 
movie apparatus and films. These 
articles were confiscated because it 
was strictly forbidden for the girls 
to discuss anything but purely re- 
ligious matters. The girls, how- 
ever, were not intimidated.- One 
song they sing today expresses 
their triumph at successfully out- 
witting the Gestapo. “Thoughts | 
are free,” it says. “No man can

other section of the communique, 


Not True Boundaries | 
Inder such conditions, the de- 
cisions concerning the frontiers of 
a State which is so obviously un- 
der the full control of the Soviet 
Union. and is not even promised, 
like Germany, in improvement of 
‘ts situation in the future, are— 
contrary to the first Impression— 
of jittle importance and interest 
for the Polish people. They are 
not the prospective boundaries of 
their free country, but merely the 
provisional limits of the Soviet- 
Russian sphere of influence in which 
Poland is forcibly included. 
There is only one difference be- 
tween the settlement of the Po- 
lish-German boundary problem, and 


the decisions concerning the ter-f 


4 

ritory which the Soviet Union 
claims directly for itself. In the 
latter case, the territorial claims 
immediately received the “agree- 
ment in principle’ of the Confer- 
ence and were promised American 
and British support at the final 
peace congress. 

The Russian-controlled puppet 
government of Poland only received 
the permission provisionally to have 
under its administration a slice of 
territory along the Oder afid Neis- 
ser rivers and the portion of East 
Prussia “not placed under the ad- 
ministration of the U.S.S.R.,” and 
that only “pending the final de- 
termination of Poland’s sestern 
frontier.” 

“Bargain” Rejected 

While claiming the whole of East 
Prussia, were it only for. obvious 
reasons of security, and also a rea- 
sonable revision of the pre-war 
German-Polish boundary in favor 
of the first victim of German ag- 
gression, the legitimate Polish 
Government has never claimed so 
large a territory as now suggested 
by the Soviet Union as “eompensa- 
tion” for Poland’s losses in the 
east. It had no right to make such. 
a bargain at the expense of mil- 


lions of Poles who are being up- 
rooted and: transferred like cat- 
tle, in cqanditions no better than 
those of the expulsion of the Ger- 
mans with which the conference 
was so seriously concerned. 

The only real gainer in the whole 
transfer of territories and peoples 
Is the Soviet Union, while Poland is 
already now blamed for a decision 
for which she is by no means re- 
sponsible and: which, if definitely 
rated, will make her even more 
dependent on Soviet Russia than be- 


fore. Therefore no Pole can really 
enjoy the prospect of seeing re- 
urned to his country territories 


Which it had lost 600 years ago. 
While it is losing now not only 
territories which for the last 600 
years had been connected with Po- 
land, but also its freedom and inde-

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Saint Francis 
College On Two 
Semester Plan 


Fort Wayne. — Word has just 
been released from the authorities 
of the new St. Francis College of 
this city that the College has 
adepted the Semester Plan. The 
new arrangement will begin this 
coming autumn. The new plan will 
consist of two semesters of eigh- 
teen weeks each, supplanting the 
old one of three terms-of twelve 
weeks. The College will eontinue 
to maintain the regular summer 
sessions as in the past, but courses 
will be arranged to fit in with the 
semester plan of werk. 

Just as any departure from the 
customary way of doing things 
ealls for careful deliberation and 
deep study, the semester plan has 
been under consideration for a long 
time. Its pros and cons have been 
weighed carefully by various com- 
mittees of the faculty. Its many 
advantages have convinced the 
committee members, the adminis- 
tration and the faculty that it 
should be adopted. 

Some of the reasons for adopting 
the semester plan are: (1) A great- 
er variety of courses, better bal- 
anced and smoother functioning 
programs can be offered on the 
Semester basis. (2) The semester 
plan is sounder pedagogically. Stu- 
dents cannot assimilate subject 
matter rapidly enough in _ the 
twelve-week four-hour courses. As 
a result course content is often 
not completed. (3) The semester 
plan will allew the student more 
time for reflection, more collateral 
reading over the eighteen-week 
period. 

In helping the social life of the 
college student, the semester plan 
allows more time needed for social 
activities of the students seeking 
them. 

On the side of the faculty and 
administration, the semester plan 
also has its advantages: In reduc-
